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NEEDLESS PRIORITY 
The administration has reportedly de- 
cieded to give civil rights legislation priority 
over the proposed tax cut bill if it appears 
that both cannot be enacted before the end 
of the year. This is not much of a surprise, 
considering the political realities of the sit­ 
uation. 
Those realities were frankly outlined by 
Senator Humphrey, majority whip in the 
Senate, when he acknowledged that the ad­ 
ministration fears the political damage that 
would be done by a civil rights battle next 
year only a few’ months before the national 
conventions. “Nothing would be more in­ 
jurious to the Democratic party,” he said, 
“than to have a long filibuster on civil rights 
next year.” 
This appraisal of the matter in terms of 
partisan politics is at least honest, how 
ever much one may deplore allowing parti­ 
san considerations to dictate action on such 
a fundamental human problem. The fact 
that such a decision — to give one vita 
measure priority over another—has to be 
made does not speak well for the motiva­ 
tions in Congress. 
Mere citizens, looking into the arena 
where legislative battles are fought, may 
be forgiven for holding the idea that there 
ought not to be such horse trading. It may 
seem to them that, since both the civil 
rights bill and the tax cut bill are of great 
importance though for quite different rea­ 
sons, both should be dealt with simultane­ 
ously or in prompt succession. Citizens may 
also feel that Congress might not be in such 
a legislative bind now if it had not been so 
lethargic months ago. 
The horse trading and the in-fighting will 
continue. And though, as House Speaker 
McCormack said, there is no valid reason 
why Congress should not act on both 
measures before year’s end, the chances 
are good that action on one of them—the 
tax cut, most likely—will be delayed be­ 
yond that time.

THE VOUNG MARRIED COUPLES 


Tile young m arried couples come home for 
the week-end, and the parents get a sudden in­ 
sight into w hat keeps a high-tax. inflation-ridden 
country’ moving to the extent that it does move. 
“I'm going to cut your hair. Daddy,” says the 
daughter as she enters the door, “you need a 
haircut.” 
It turns out that daughter Liz. who used to 
trim the girls’ hair in her dorm itory in college, 
has bought a m en s barbering kit. She a its her 
husband’s hair, and her father-in-law ’s. Now she 
proposes to cut mine. 
So th at is w hat is happening to the barbering 
industry. The barbers keep raising their prices — 
indeed, they are threatening to charge as much 
as three dollars for a haircut. But the young 
do-it-yourself m atrons are countering by taking 
the barbers’ custom ers away from them. 
To get her barbering ket, Liz has to go out 
to her c a r - a Volkswagen, im ported from G er­ 
many and delivered at a price th at undercuts 
th a t of the sm allest U. S.-made compact. (Squeals, 
offstage, from W alter R euther in Detroit, who 
sees another U AW w orker priced out of his job.) 
Among the young m arried couples, it is stand­ 
ard practice for both husbands and wives to work. 
Thus the young family can m ake as much as 
$10,000 in the first year of m arriage. A good in­ 
com e— but the take-hom e pay is only equal to 
$4,000 in pre-W orld W ar II money, once the 
fifty-cent dollar and the income tax check-off 
have been taken into consideration. 
This “wives working” arrangem ent may be 
good for the young couples, but it puts a pressure 
on the labor m arket. It could easily explain much 
of the five-to-six per cent rate of unemploym ent 
th at seems to be dogging the economy. 
This business of “wives working" m eans th at 
mv second daughter M argie can't come home on 
altern ate 
Saturdays — she 
works 
in 
a 
public 
library. But on Sunday she shows up w ith her 
husband, who teaches a new course in economics 
in a high school. He has his textbook w ith him. 
and I snoon into it. The book is called “O ur 
American Economy.” bv Richard W. Lindholm 
and Paul Driscoll, published by H arcourt. Brace 
and World. It makes for e a sy — perhaps too easy 
— reading, and. in general, it seems to be com ­ 
monsensical. But suddenly you turn the page to 
discover that taxation and governm ent regulation 
are a “fifth” factor of production, the other fac­ 
tors being land, labor, capital, and entrepreneur­ 
ship 
Well, in a wav. taxation does provide for some 
“factors” of production, such as usable highways 
and a public w ater supply. But the book lumps 
every’ sort of government expense into its “fifth 
factor” column. The poor high school student is 
not w arned th at governm ent regulation and tax­ 
ation act as brakes, not as motors, in this business 
of putting the true factors of production — land, 
labor, capital, and entrepreneurship — into oper­ 
ation. 
Well, since the young m arried couples have 
survived the Economics I courses they had to en­ 
dure in college, they will probably also survive 
w hatever the high schools can cook up for them 
by way of smudged definitions The young m arried 
couples, who would have been New and I air D eal­ 
ers a generation or so ago, are currentlv the work 
horses of the C oldw ater movement They began 
to see through the “new economies” when they 
got their first paychecks, w ith “withholding" no­ 
tations for a lot of things th at they don’t partic­ 
ularly prize.

This business of waxing sarcastic over Gold- 
w ater's objection to the progressive income tax 
does not im press the young m arried couples They 
know th at people in their brackets are naying the

This could affect the outcom e of 
the 1964 Presidential election. 
I t’s a battle th a ts taking place 
behind the scenes in Congress, as 
pressures are coming in 
from 
every side to pass or defeat in 
the next two-and-a-half m onths 
legislation which is designed to 
reduce taxes and revise tax rules, 
to impose restrictions on c u s­ 
tomer relations in “public 
a c ­ 
commodations” 
in 
connection 
with 
racial 
discrim ination, 
to 
raise the limit of the public d eb t 
and to act on a neglected g roup 
of appropriation bills needed to 
carry on the Federal governm ent 
itself—all this before the c u rre n t 
session ends in December. 
There is no evidence yet th a t 
anybody is stalling on anything, 
but delaying tactics of any kind 
may not be necessary because 
there are so many im portant bills 
piled up that even the norm al 
amount of time spent in h e a r­ 
ings and debates will crowd the 
calendar and postpone final a c ­ 
tion on some of the m easures 
until the January session of C on­ 
gress. 
The big question is: W hich 
m easures will be delayed u n til 
January and which ones will get 
through and become law by the 
end of the year? 
The average citizen isn’t fa ­ 
miliar with the technical 
p ro ­ 
cedures in Congress th at ta k e so 
much time. Certainly anything 
as im portant as th e new 
tax 
bill shouldn’t be considered 
in 
haste. Likewise, the new “civil 
rights” measure is the most im ­ 
portant in this field th a t has been 
before Congress in more th a n 
IOO years.

W hat will really get through? 
Ifs anybody’s guess today, but 
certainly the tax bill means m ore 
politically to the Kennedy ad ­ 
m inistration than anything else 
being considered by Congress.

says the nation m ay face a re­ 
cession unless the tax cut comes 
now.

Dr. Heller is right about the 
doubtful position of the economy 
if plans for expansion cannot be 
m ade in 1963 for 1964 opera­ 
tions.

The most powerful argum ent 
which the A dm inistration has for 
the tax cut is that not only will 
extra funds be provided for some 
consum er spending but, In addi­ 
tion, there would be funds for 
investm ent.

then Senate Finance Committee, 
which is holding hearings on it 
now. 
If these are concluded by the 
end of November, there would 
still be about a m onth for debate. 
But there doesn’t seem to be 
tim e for discussion of the “civil 
rights" bill except perhaps during 
the next few weeks while the tax 
bill is the subject of hearings 
by a Senate committee. 
It could happen th at the "civil 
rights” m easure would be de­ 
bated at length in the Senate 
and then laid aside as the tax 
bill is given priority. But eve.n 
this m eans a real battle and will 
require some skillful tactics by 
the A dm inistration. 
The argum ent of the other 
side is that the "civil rights” bill 
should be passed now, because 
the tax bill will have consider­ 
able pressure behind it in Janu­ 
ary or February anyway to push 
it to passage, while the “civil 
rights” bill might drift along for 
many m onths w ithout action. It 
is, on the whole, one of the most 
critical legislative battles in Con­ 
gressional history.
